#Triol By Jury As 
A Tool Of Justice 


Although much English and American law 
procedure derives from Homan jurisprudence, 


the jury as an institution seem s to have come 
to England, not from Rome, but from a system 
arising in medieval France. 
A dozen credible 
members of the community were called on to 
verify what was customary practice and (later) 
what were the facts of a case. From being wit­ 
nesses the twelve 
e»eloped into a body that 
passed judgment on testimony presented. In an 
age when sovereigns ruled arbitrarily the jury 
became a bulwark of defense 
against royal 
oppression. Blackstone called the jury system 
the ‘‘glory of the English law.-’ 
At the time of the Declaration of Indepen­ 
dence over 150 crimes, many quite trivial, were 
still punishable by death. 
So it seemed fair 
enough that the prosecution should have to 
'onvince twelve good men and true before one 
of their neighbors could be subjected to harsh 
penalties. 
However, as communities spread into large 
organisms where every man no longer knew 
every other, and as problems submitted to juries 
grew more complicated, trial by jury became 
widely questioned as an instrument of justice. 
In Great Britain the problem was met, at least 
in part, by giving judges greater power to guide 
or even influence juries, but in this country 
judge and jury remain almost as disconnected 
as when the Constitution was adopted. 
Some defendants now waive their rights to 
a jury trial in the belief that they’re more likely 
to get justice from a judge than from a jury of 
their peers. And some states allow certain minor 
court decisions to be made by a jury of less 
than 12 and/or decisions less than unanimous.

Ventures Ltd. 


The new Secretary' of the T reasu ry , Robert B. 
Anderson, will take that position after resigning from 
Venture* Limited, a Canadian com pany, of which he 
has been president. This is a vast holding company, 
with tangible net worth of about $22,000,000 and which 
either owns or has a huge interest in a large num ber 
of other companies throughout the world. 
Canada does not object to the cartel system of 
O p e ra tio n s and it would he a question of legal definition 
b a t h e r than private opinion whether m any of C anada's 
industries have been cartelized. 
T here seem s to be 
no objection to the cartel in capitalistic countries 
other than the United States. At any ra te Ventures 
Limited is acknowledged to he one of the largest 
holding companies in the mining field. 
Its income 
derives from dividends paid by various companies in 
which it has m ade its investments. 


Ventures Limited was chartered on Janu ary 27, 
1938, with an original authorized capital of $10,000.- 
000. The genius of the enterprise has undoubtedly 
been T. Llndsiey, the rhairm an of its hoard of 
directors, who was born in the United States and 
cam e to Canada In 1937, as a geologist, and be­ 
fa m e interested in various mining properties which 
eventually berattle Ventures Limited. The indicated 
m arket value of the stork ownership in subsidiary 
and related companies of Ventures 
Limited is 
about $112.000.(KM). 


In 1954, the various oil interests of V entures Lim it­ 
ed and Frobisher Limited, a subsidiary, were con­ 
solidated into Geoil Limited, a subsidiary of Frobisher 
Limited. (The use of numerous subsidiaries, piling tier 
upon tier, has become custom ary in oil countries to 
influence tax paym ents.) Ventures L im ited owns about 
1.356.000 shares in Geoil Limited of which R. R. Ander­ 
son was a Director. 
These interlocking directorates 
would indicate that these companies a re all controlled 
by more or less the sam e interests, brought together 
by T. L indsay, chairm an of Ventures Limited. Geoil 
Limited operates not only in Canada but also in the 
United States, particularly in Louisiana, w here it has 
substantial oil interests. 
Ventures Limited, which is the controlling share­ 
holder of Frobisher Limited and Geoil Limited, oper­ 
ates through its subsidiaries and related companies in 
Canada, Africa, South America and the United States. 
Geoil. for instance, has a 50 per cent interest in Trans 
reorder Limited which owns the Williston Oil and Gas 
Limited which operates in the United States with 
great success. 
It is interesting that this enormous C anadian enter­ 
prise found an American to he its president and that 
he replaces as Secretary of the T reasu ry, George 
Humphrey whose Mark Hanna Com pany also holds 
enormous mine properties in C anada. 
The economic 
relations between the two countries a re im portant and 
perhaps interlocking to a greater d egree than is gener­ 
ally assumed. M any financial com panies and financial 
devices exist which bring the business of the two 
countries together. F urtherm ore, m any Canadian en­ 
terprises are financed in London, and C anada m ay 
serve as a bridge between the London and New York 
m arket, providing financial organizations which facili­ 
tate investment but which are now forbidden in this 
country. The Toronto stock exchange, for instance, is 
a much freer institution than the New York stock 
exchange 
Current studies of the invasion of Canadian 
capital into the United States would indicate that they 
are larger than has generally been assum ed. 


There has been so much m y stery about the 
new' Secretary of the Treasury that I thought that 
i might as well research V entures Limited and 
^ introduce the gentlem an properly to the taxpayer. 
W A quiet businessm an, working in Toronto since he 
ceased to be Deputy Secretary of Defense, he has 
not been as well known to the A m erican people as 
a successor to .Alexander Hamilton should be. His 
first political appointment was S ecretary of the 
Navy, in the Eisenhow er Administration, although 
he is a D emocrat. His views on various subjects 
are not known at all. 


F or instance what are his views on the budget, 
tax-cuts, the evasion of taxes by corporations by m eans 
of tier subsidiaries scattered all over the world, etc., 
e tc.0 Anderson has not had anything to say on these 
m atters at all and therefore he cannot be unpopular 
because no one knows what he is for or against. How­ 
ever, it is to be presum ed that he cannot be too 
antagonistic to George H um phrey’s position because no 
big businessman could be. and in due course, events 
will require statem en ts on various subjects.

President 


E isenhow er will no doubt be in 


fine form again, as everybody 


hopes. Yet his most recent ill­ 


ness has served to recall what 


everyone forgets between illness­ 
es — that the President is, after 
all, mortal. And as in the case 
of his other illnesses, an unan­ 
sw erable question is on m any 
lips: 
"What kind 
of 
President 
would Nixon m ak e'’” 
No one. of course, can predict 
how any human being might meet 
the enormous challenge of the 
Presidency. Yet, far more than 
a few years ago, there are now 
som e 
rather 
solid 
bases 
for 
judging 
the 
kind 
of 
attitudes 
Vice-President Nixon would take 
to the Presidency. 
All men change. But Nixon has 
cnanged more than most since 
the days when he went into poli­ 
tics by answering a newspaper 
advertisem ent — all those who 
know him well agree on that. He 
b ecam e a politician just as an­ 
oth er young w ar veteran might 
have become an advertising man 
or an automobile salesman. Poli­ 
tics was for him. as business o r 
a profession for others, a means 
of getting ahead. 
As 
a professional 
politician, 
Nixon quickly developed a real 
talent for selling his product — 
in 
this case 
himself. 
He also 
developed a fine instinct for lung­ 
ing for the political jugular of 
his opponents. And he got ahead 
v e ry fast indeed. 
Nixon 
is still 
a 
professional 
politician to the m arrow of his 
bones. Politics is far and away 
his favorite subject 
of 
private 
conversation. But his prolonged 
exposure to the terrible responsi­ 
bilities of the White House has 
tau gh t him that politics, is a 
g re a t deal more 
than 
just 
a 
m e a n s of getting ahead. 
His experience on 
the 
ra re­ 
fied 
political 
heights 
has 
also 
ta u g h t him other things. When

he entered politics, he w as very 
m uch a m an of the Right — his 
ability to recite, with g reat e a rn ­ 
estness, the current shibboleths of 
Right-wing

his start. 
Nixon is anything but a radi­ 
cal today. But his experience has 
taught him that the strictly o r­ 
thodox 
form

bad politics. The Nixon who w arn­ 
ed last Sunday against using the 
so uses of the Beck type of union 
leader as an excuse for punitive 
labor legislation is not the Nixon 
of ten years ago. All in all. it 
would be surprising, if there were 


a sh arp turn to the Right in do­ 
m estic affairs in a Nixon P re s i­ 
dency. Indeed, any shift in do­ 
m estic policy might well be in 
the opposite direction. 
His exposure to the realities 
of the world situation, of which 
he knew next to nothing w hen ae 
b ecam e Vice President, h as also 
left its m ark on Nixon.

Nixon has alm ost al­ 
w ays been on the side of se c u r­ 
ity first, economy second. He has 
also been consistently on the side 
of bold action abroad.

Nixon is not a typical politician 
at all. He lacks the instinctive 
gregariousness of most politicians 
—the sm all talk which is the 
necessary sm all change of politi­ 
cal life is a painful effort to him. 
He is, in fact, an oddly im per­ 
sonal m an. and a Nixon Cabinet 
would certainly be chosen, not on 
the 
basis of personal 
relation­ 
ships, but with a cool eye to 
both ability and political adv an­ 
tage. 
Altogether, 
Nixon 
is 
unques­ 
tionably a m an with great drive 
and a first class intelligence. The 
intense partisanship of his young­ 
e r days 
is now 
much 
muted. 
Even am ong those who know him 
well and adm ire him, there is, 
nevertheless, 
still 
a 
kernel 
of 
doubt about the m an, left over 
from the days when Nixon saw 
politics as a m eans of getting 
ahead, 
and did not care very 
m uch about how he went after it. 
Yet ,t is not passible, after all. for 
a politician to get further ahead 
then the Presidency, and to a 
P resident the judgment of history 
tends suddenly to become a lot 
m ore 
interesting 
than 
partisan 
political advantage.

We 
have our governm ent to thank 
for keeping poisoning down to a 
m inim um . 
C ertain 
accidents 
along 
this 
line 
are 
unavoidable 
because 
m a n y persons are working with 
th ese products and mistakes are 
bound 
to 
happen. 
Poisonings 
am on g persons not engaged in 
this type of work are due to lack 
of information, misjudgment, or 
gross carelessness. 
According to the National Of­ 
fice of Vital Statistics, pesticides

In agriculture, the d an g e r oc­ 
curs while the pesticide is being 
sp rayed on the crops or during 
harvesting. 
The hazard in in­ 
d ustry stem s from the fo rm u la ­ 
tion or m anufacture of the ch e m i­ 
cals. 
The public health w o rker 
is 
en dangered while using 
the 
products against disease carry in g 
insects and rodents. 


The problem also exists in the 
hrftne 
The housewife uses these 
chem icals 
to exterm inate 
bugs 
and verm in. A risk is present 
when there are excessive resi­ 
dues on food, heavy co n cen tra ­ 
tions during crop dusting, or in 
com m unity fogging operations. 
Poisoning 
is suspected 
if 
an 
exposed individual develops g as­ 
trointestinal disturbances, sw e a t­ 
ing. diarrh ea, muscle w eakness, 
confusion, and convulsions. When 
these sym ptom s occur, the physi­ 
cian should be called im m e d iate ­ 
ly. 
because oxygen and 
drug s 
such as atropine may be needed.

The FBI, 
according to State 
D epartm ent 
officials, 
has 
been 
most cooperative, does not oppose 
USA-USSR cultural exchange as 
a d anger to U. S. security. 
Fingerprinting, 
however, 
has 
blocked the fam ed Moscow Ballet 
from visiting the U S.; also the 
May see v Ensemble, a group of 
folk singers. 
Eddie Dowling, well-known a c ­ 
tor and producer, has gone to 
Moscow three times to arran g e 
for the Moscow Ballet to com e to 
Washington. 
Sol Hurok has been 
there twice, and Billy Rose has 
also negotiated for an A m erican 


tour of the famous ballet. 
But 
the State D epartm ent ha* refused 
to waive fingerprinting, and the 
Moscow Ballet refuses to subm it 
to what it calls the humiliation of 
police-state techniques. 
State Departm ent figures show 
that practically no .students h a \ t 
been exchanged between the Unit­ 
ed State* and Russia 
On the 
other hand, some 17.(hK) students 
visited Russia from Europe and 
Asia last year. anil about IOO OOO 
tourists went there last su m m e r.

Russia from the United S tates 
and was wildly acclaim ed ev ery ­ 
where,

Most Agree Area 
Should Be Preserved 


WASHINGTON', .lune 12 J* — A 
hill to create a Chesapeake and 
Ohio Canal

Parkway Included

was a proposed swap of "func­ 
tional benefit*” of Potomac River 
development for a "non functional 
aesthetic benefit." 
The canal reaches from George­ 
town—once an independent town 
hut now part of Washington—along 
the Potom ac River for 185 miles 
to Cumberland, climbing fi05 feet 
en route. 
Sen. Beall 'R -M d1 in a bill now

Agree On Purpose 
Generally all witnesses before 
the com m ittee today at a hearing 
on Beall's bill—identical to a bill 
introduced in the House by Rep. 
Hyde < R-Md ‘—agreed with the 
overall purpose of preserving the 
area. 
Rut they didn't by any means 
agree on methods. Much opposi­ 
tion was centered on the parkway 
section between Maryland Route 
51 and Woodmont on grounds that 
it would create a harrier between 
parts of Maryland and the Poto­ 
mac River, border of the state. 
Spokesmen for sportsmen's or­ 
ganizations insisted that the park­ 
way as well as the park as a 
whole would act to bar them from 
hunting 
in the Potomac River 
bottomlands. 
They argued that no final action 
should be taken until the park 
service and Maryland fish and 
game and conservation agencies 
spell out regulations to protect 
hunting and fishing rights.
